A S A STUFFING for turkey for 
x i Thanksgiving there is no force- 
meat more popular than oysters, 
ciu'p a dozen good-sized oysters, j 
f;dd them to the bread crumbs,! 
melted butler and seasoning of salt j 
and poultry dressing and stuff in j 
the usual manner. 
Oyster Stuffing De Luxe.—-Drain 
a quart of large oysters, rinsing 
them well. 
Dry them on a cloth, j 
looking them over carefully to re- j 
move any 1 its of shell. 
Dip each! 
oyster into cracker or bread crumbs. [ 
then into melted butter and again 
Into well-seasoned crumbs. Fill the 
turkey with these oysters instead 
of the usual bread-crumb dressing. 
Chestnut Stuffing.—This I» one of 
the most delicious of til lings. 
To 
prepare it cut a pound of lean un­ 
cooked ham into dRe, cover with 
cold water and simmer until ten­ 
der. Meanwhile slit a quart of large 
chestnuts, peel them, then boil in 
salted water and press through a 
sieve. 
Mix them with the ham, one- 
fourth cupful of butter, a table­ 
spoonful of onion juice, a pint of 
fine bread crumbs, a tablespoonful ; 
of chopped parsley, with salt, pep- 
per, paprika, and sweet marjoram to 
taste. 
It the giblets are to be used In 
the gravy, put them over the heat 
with cold water to well cover and 
simmer slowly until very tender, 
adding sal? at the last. Remove, re­ 
serving the liquid and chop the gil>* 
lets in a chopping bowl until very 
fine. 
After the turkey has been 
removed from the roasting pan, 
pour off part of the fat, leaving the 
remainder, to which add two table­ 
spoonfuls of flour. 
Place over the 
heat and stir, scraping the caramel 
from the bottom of the roasting pan, 
being careful not to scorch the flour. 
Now add the liquor from the cooked 
giblets, and cook to a thick sauce. 
Add such seasonings as are needed, 
the chopped giblets, and serve in a 
f uce boat.
